Even with the best guidance and the most well-_ 
conceived approach, a prevention program cannot survive, much less succeed, unless the doctor understands, sup- 
ports, and most importantly presents the program to his patients. 


Preventive dentistry is not something you can “‘install’’ and forget. It’s a day-to-day evolution requiring continuing 
hard work, involvement and dedication, all of which reflect the doctor's attitude toward his prevention program. It is | 
finally attitude which will determine the difference between success and failure. 


Let those who have been disillusioned take a new, rational look at it all. Because the preventive dentistry bandwagon 
is still rolling.
